And remember how urgently 
people tried to break a fev er? 
Now we are gratelul for the fev er 
and if it doesn’t go much abov e 
105 degrees, we sit tight. Why ? 
Because germs don’t seem to 
multiply as fast at fev er tempera­ 
tures as do white blood corpus­ 
cles! 
So the elev ated body tempera­ 
ture increases our armies of white 
corpuscles faster than the inv ading 
germs can flood us with their new 
crops of y oung bacteria. 
In the old day s of sev ere v omit­ 
ing and diarrhea, moreov er, the 
patient might get seriously dehy ­ 
drated or deficient in fluids.

It appears that any tax reduc­ 
tion at this session of Congress 
will be in spite of and not because 
of any cooperation of the leader­ 
ship of this administration. Con­ 
gressman Reed (R-N. Y.), Chair­ 
man of the House Ways and Means 
Committee, together with a ma­ 
jority of his colleagues on the 
committee including both Demo­ 
crats and Republicans, appears de­ 
termined to report a bill which, if 
enacted into law, would reduce 
personal income taxes up to a 
maximum of 5^ percent for this 
ear. Chairman Reed has also re­ 
jected all proposals that the ex­ 
cess profits tax be extended be­ 
yond its scheduled June 30 expir­ 
ation date. 
On the other hand, Chairman 
Allen (R-Ill.) of the Rules Com- 
iittee which dictates the program 
is just as positive in his stand that 
his committee will hold up any 
ax-reduction legislation until at 
east May 1, or until it becomes 
vident that the predicted cuts in 
appropriation bills become a real­ 
ity. Right in line with this policy 
are 
numerous 
statements 
by 
Speaker 
Martin 
and 
Majority 
Leader Halleck that they will not 
join in any tax-cutting proposal 
until a balanced budget for fiscal 
1954 is in sight. 


It would seem that the adminis­ 
tration is reluctant to discuss its 
foreign aid policy which to this 
Representative seems to be defi­ 
nitely the key to budget-balancing 
and tax-cutting. President Eisen­ 
hower in his 11-point program an­ 
nounced several days ago made 
no specific mention of foreign aid 
authorization 
legislation 
which 
some of his Congressional leaders 
said was “implied” in early pass­ 
age of appropriation bills. Any ap­ 
propriation for foreign aid must 
be preceded by an authorization 
act. Despite what has been done 
in the past, it would seem that 
the logical way to set a pattern for 
spending would be to first determ­ 
ine how much foreign aid this 
Congress is willing to extend to 


Relative to a proposed adjourn­ 
ment by July 4, there are doubts 
as to whether the leadership has 
any hope of reaching that goal. In 
reply to a direct inquiry, Senator 
Taft avoided any commitment to 
that specific date but said that he 
saw 
no 
reason 
why 
Congress 
should not"cbmplete its work dur­ 
ing the month of July. He made 
this statement at a Missouri dele­ 
gation luncheon at which Senator 
Stuart Symington was the host 
and to which Senator Taft had 
been invited as a special guest. 


For the past several days the 
greatest controversy within Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower’s administration 
has been brought about because of 
statements made by his Secretary 
of Agriculture, Ezra Taft Benson. 
This criticism has not been con­ 
fined to members of the opposition 
but Republican leaders have join­ 
ed in such charges as the one made 
by Senator Young (R-N. D.) who 
charged that Benson 
“made 
it 
abundantly clear that he is op­ 
posed to most of the President’s 
farm programs, including price 
supports.” My neighbor-colleague, 
Representative 
E. 
C. 
“Took” 
Gaithings, who represents that fine 
Northeast Arkansas district just to 
the South of us, told the House 
last 
week that most 
Arkansas 
farm ers voted for President Eisen­ 
hower because they believed his 
campaign promise of 100 percent 
of parity for farmers, and he went 
on to say that “nothing was said 
then about price supports being a 
government bounty.” 
Cattle raisers who have been in 
a squeeze for some time got little 
consolation from the Secretary’s 
statement that the Federal gov­ 
ernment does not intend to sup­ 
port the price of beef by direct 
intervention, but I think the Sec­ 
retary was being quite 
honest 
when he stated in a letter to a 
Member of Congress, “We do not 
know any feasible method of sup­ 
porting prices of a perishable^om - 
modity like meat.” 
Because of this fact that no one 
has proposed a feasible program 
of price supports for perishable 
commodities like cotton sometimes 
find it difficult to convince the un­ 
informed that the cotton loan pro­ 
gram, which has been so im port­ 
ant in stabilizing the economy in 
those sections where cotton is the 
principal crop, has been operated 
at virtually no expense to the gov­ 


ernment, and in fact has actually 
shown a profit over many years 
operation.

Also in 
attendance at some of the sessions 
was J. P. Ross, Essex, of the Ar- 
kansas-Missouri Ginners Associa­ 
tion, and W. P. Hunter, Sikeston, 
member of the 48-State Labor Ad­ 
visory Committee, who was in 
Washington for a farm labor con­ 
ference. At this meeting Secretary 
Benson denied making a statement 
describing 
the 
commodity 
ex­ 
changes as “legalized gambling” 
and went on to say that the ex­ 
changes served a useful purpose 
in free marketing. It appears that 
cotton farmers in Missouri favor 


extension of existing legislation

buy a new sink, stove and re­ 
frigerator for the kitchen. 
He said that a flock of only 100 
hens was not enough to go to the 
expense of adding labor and the 
time saving devices which would 
increase the return per bird from 
75 cents a year to $2.00 and over. 
Also that as the size of the flock 
increases the cost in pi'oducing a 
dozen eggs decreases which allows 
the profit of $2.00 to $2.25 per 
bird on a flock of 400 hens or 
more. 
Mr. Bodenhamer pointed out that 
it would probably be better to have 
only 25 to 30 hens to produce just 
enough for home use or have a 
flock large enough to be on eco­ 
nomical unit, 
which 
has been 
demonstrated to be at least 300 
or more hens.

Records show it takes 5V2 pigs 
to pay the cost of keeping a sow 
from breeding time until the litter 
is weaned. And since an average 
of only 6% pigs per litter is raised 
in Missouri, the margin between 
profit and loss is pretty narrow. 
Each pig saved above the break­ 
over will mean profit at marketing 
time. 
W hat can you 
do to save more 
pigs at farrowing time? Well, first 
of all, you can provide the sow the 
kind of ration that will help her 
farrow strong, healthy pigs. She 
should receive an ample supply 
of protein and minerals. Green 
pasture or green, leafy legume hay 
will .furnish a good part of her 
protein and mineral requirements 
as well as provide essential vita­ 
mins. In addition, the sow should 
get lots of exercise and plenty of 
fresh water. 
Make sure your farrowing pens 
are ready before farrowing time. 
Use guard rails to prevent crushing 
of the pigs and if your sows far­ 
row in cold weather . . . provide 
some type of supplementary heat. 
A heat lamp is ideal for this and 
is easily installed. Another good 
way to 
prevent chilling of the 
young pigs is by providing dry, 
d raft-free quarters. 
If at all possible, 
move yoyr 
sows and their litters to clean pas­ 
ture a few days after farrowing. 
If the pigs are farrowed on con­ 
crete and cannot be moved to pas­ 
ture, place some clean sod in their 
pens to prevent anemia.

Assail Budget 
The opposition Progressive Con­ 
servatives assailed the budget as 
an election year bid to return the 
Liberal government to Prime Min­ 
ister Louis St. Laurent to power. 
Most politicians expect an elec­ 
tion this year, Oct. 5 being the date 
most frequently mentioned. 
The budget slashed corporation 
taxes, eased cigarette taxes by 
four cents a pack and cut out 
nuisance taxes on checks and an 
unpopular $2.50 license fees on ra­ 
dios, besides providing an 11 per 
cent cut in personal income levies 
beginning July 1. 
J. M. Mac Donnell chief finan­ 
cial critic for the opposition, com­ 
plained that the budget gave vir­ 
tually no tax relief to lower in­ 
come brackets. 
Lower Than U. S. 
Canadian income taxes in the 
lower levels tend to be lower than 
similar levies in the United States. 
However, ho clear-cut comparison 
is possible because Canada has an 
important revenue-producing tax 
which is not used in the United 
States. This is a 10 per cent sales 
tax at the factory level on almost 
all goods except food. This helps 
increase the price of automobiles, 
stoves and many other things over 
the prices prevailing in the United 
States and thus becomes in effect 
an additional tax on the consumer.

The budget slashed corporation 
taxes, eased cigarette taxes by 
lour cents a pack and cut out 
nuisance taxes on checks and an 
unpopular $2.50 license fees on ra­ 
dios, besides providing an ll per 
cent cut in personal income levies 
beginning Ju ly I. 
J. M. Mac Donnell chief finan­ 
cial critic for the opposition, com­ 
plained that the budget gave v ir­ 
tually no tax relief to lower in­ 
come brackets.

It appears that any tax reduc­ 
tion at this session of Congress 
will be in spite of and not because 
of any cooperation of the leader­ 
ship of this administration. Con­ 
gressman Reed (R-N. Y.), Chair­ 
man of the House Ways and Means 
Committee, together with a ma­ 
jority of his colleagues on the 
committee including both Demo­ 
crats and Republicans, appears de­ 
term ined to report a bill which, if 
enacted into law, would reduce 
personal income taxes up to a 
maximum of 5>2 percent for this 
year. Chairman Reed has also re­ 
jected all proposals that the ex­ 
cess profits tax be extended be­ 
yond its scheduled June 30 expir­ 
ation date. 
On the other hand, Chairman 
Allen (R-Ill.) of the Rules Com­ 
m ittee which dictates the program 
is just as positive in his stand that 
his committee will hold up any 
tax-reduction legislation until at 
least May I, or until it becomes 
evident that the predicted cuts in 
appropriation bills become a real­ 
ity.

1954 is in sight. 


Relative to a proposed adjourn­

Congress 
should not complete its work dur­ 
ing the month of July. He made 
this statement at a Missouri dele­ 
gation luncheon at which Senator 
Stuart Symington was the host 
and to which Senator Taft had 
been invited as a special guest. 


It would seem that the adminis­ 
tration is reluctant to discuss its 
foreign aid policy which to this 
Representative seems to be defi­ 
nitely the key to budget-balancing 
and tax-cutting. President Eisen­ 
hower in his 11-point program an­ 
nounced several days ago made 
no specific mention of foreign aid

a laying flock of 75 to IOO hens j 
at the poultry m eeting held in Ben­ 
ton, February 12. 
He pointed out this fact w ith a 
dem onstration w ith toy kitchen 
utilities. He stated that a farm 
flock of IOO hens would retu rn on 
the average about $75.00 per year 
or not enough to buy a new m odern 
kitchen sink at todays prices. How­ 
ever, a flock of 400 hens would re ­ 
turn about $800.00 or enough to 
buy a new sink, stove and re ­ 
frigerator for the kitchen. 
He said that a flock of only IOO 
hens was not enough to go to the 
expense of adding labor and the 
tim e saving devices which would 
increase the retu rn per bird from 
75 cents a year to $2.00 and over. 
Also th at as the size of the flock 
increases the cost in producing a 
dozen eggs decreases which allows 
the profit of $2.00 to $2.25 per 
bird on a flock af 400 hens or 
more.

A heat lam p is ideal for this and 
is easily installed. A nother good 
way to prevent chilling of the 
young pigs is by providing dry, 
d raft-free quarters. 
If at all possible, 
move yoyr

ture a few days after farrowing. 
If the pigs are .farrowed on con­ 
crete and cannat be moved to pas­ 
ture, place some clean sod in their 
pens to prevent anem ia.
